Today's dispatches Indicate that the 


tide of battle around Liao Yang has 
turned appreciably

Japanese. With a tremendous sustain- 
ed assault on his right and centre and 
threatened In his rear by a heavy force 
which has crossed 
the Taltse river, 


Kuropatkin has been forced to fall back 
from his first line of battle to the forti- 
fied position he had established in the 
town of i.iao Yang and its Immediate 
environs. A St. Petersburg dispatch 
says this order was given last night 
after tho Russians had withstood nn 
artillery and 
inrantry 
attack 
from 


dawn to midnight, but that the Japa- 
nese pressure was too great to permit 
being executed, Kuropatkin probably 
fearing thnt a retrograde movement at 
that time might result in a rout. A 
dispatch from Toklo. however, bringing 
the action up to this afternoon says 
the Russian right and centre is now 
falling back, pursued by the Japanese. 


Russian official advices say lhat Gen- 


eral Kuroki who was reported yes- 
terday afl moving northward on 
the 


Russian left, has thrown pontoons over 
the Taitse river and has crossed with 
one division, while others are follow- 
ing. Kuroki's object obviously Is to 
interpose his force between Liao Yang, 
the Russian base and the 
north, 
a 


movement which, If successful, would 
out Kuropa-tkln's rear nnd 
command 


the railroad leading from Lino Yang 
to Mukden. The withdrawal of 
the 


Russian right and centre will probably 
Involve a similar movement 
of 
the 


troops holding the extreme left of the 
line and. result In a concentration of 
Xuropatkin's army in the position he 
hue established in Lino Yang.

raids on the ships of 
neutral powers hy the 
czar's "volunteer fleet" 
were provocative of 
more criticism

Russia's

The step was 
so unexpected and so radical that justi- 
fication seemed impossible. 
Even to 


the iay mind it was apparent that the 
yituation was complicated.

It wns argued, there would bo nothing 
easier than for the Kussinn government 
to make a prompt nnd satisfactory dis- 
claimer of any participation In the af- 
fair and to manifest a willingness to 
brlnp the perpetrators of the outrage to 
speedy judgment. If the offending pri- 
vateer had proved to be a mere officious 
merchantman, self instigated to cn.n- 
nilt depredations on the high seas un- 
der the aegis of Its country's Hag, the 
St. Petersburg diplomats might have 
regarded the indignation of tho ruffled 
powers ns a capital International Joke.
